No plans were revealed at this time as 
to the type of development planned for this 
area.

Press indicating that this area may b* used 

ffor development of A shopping center.
PnftAthlllty of renonlng the rest of the

area, up to Torrance blvd. (between Haw­ 
thorne and Mad rone.) for commercial pur- 
pose*, except for the CVMO property, ha* 
also been studied by the Planning Commis­ 
sion.

Should that area ever be developed into 
a shopping center, there would be enough 
room for 10 major department stores, and 
about 200 smaller businesses, it has been 
estimated.
